In order to preventa Chaplain from misre- 
presenting the true condition of things in that 
body, he should be required to take an oath 
on the first of each month.

The Life of a Lady Now Domiciled 
in St. Louis

The Vicissitudinous Vagaries of a Prima 
Donna—Her Curious Career. 


—_——— ---— —— 


The singular career of Mme. la Comtesse 
d’ Amboise et de Beauplan, known in operat- 
ie cireles as Mille. Ambre, has never been 
written and probably never will be. This 
lady, who is one of the bright stars in the 
Mapleson constellation, to be at once astro- 
nomical, complimentary and plagiaristic, and 
whose singing in “Aida” will be remembered 
by the citizens of St. Louis, has a career behind 
her as checquered as ber future seems open 
and fortunate. In the first place she displayed, 
originality in selecting her birth-place. No- 
body but Ambre herself wou'd think of being 
born in Algiers, and yet 1t was in the province 
of Oran, and in the role of daughter of 
a Frenchman and a half Arab woman, that 
ihe first entered upon the stage of life. Her 
sife in Algiers was full of monotony and des- 
titute of incident or color. Shesang to little 
groups of wandering Arabs, tinkled. her 
zither inthe shadow of ancient mosques, 
and was, take ber for all in all, quite as unim- 
portant a person asone could wish to see, 
until she suddenly achieved success at the 


Hague. The stories about her childhood’s 
happy, happy hours are as_ divergent 
as only such stories can be, and the Freaca 


papers from which her biographies are drawn 
unite in very few statements concerning her. 
One true history runs that she first loved a 
young diplomate, whom she abandoned to 
throw herself into the arms of the great Khe- 
dive Ismail, but that, growing tired ef him 
also. she started to return toher first love, 
coming to France like another Evangeline, 
too jate to find her friend, who was at the 
time in Russia. She then entered the Marseilles 
conseivitory and from thence made her debut 
at the Hague. Yet another story of her life 
isthat she studied music under Vaigailier 
and the tenor Roger, made ber real debut in 
Brussels as the Queen, in the ‘**Pre aux 
Cleres,’? and from there traveled to Nancy, 
Geneva and Rouen, and thence to the Hague. 
Allofthe tales that are told have one cer- 


tain termination, and that is the 
Hague, and the account that she 
was picked up at Rouen by 
M. Target, who brought her with bim to the 


Dutch capital, is no exception tothe general 
run of her manifold biographies. At the 
Hague she sprang into the widest notoriety 
and the fierce light which beats upon a throne 
has ijluminated this fascinating lady since she 
first sang the national anthem of Holland to 
anenraptured audience of which one was 
roval. William IIl., the present head of 
the house of Orange, and by the erace 
of God and two or three recent treaties King 
of Holland, appearste be what in America 
would be called a masher.: He is not a band- 
some man, nor yet a good man, but he has an 
income which enables him to indulge in 

AN OCCASIONAL EXTRAVAGANCE, 
and he chose, according to the uncontradicted 
accounts publisbed all over the world, to in- 


duige in Mile. Ambre, so called, it is said, 
as ae delicate reference to tie saf- 
fronlike hue of her complexion. 
The reigning favorite at the time 


was a young Aimerican lady upon whom his 
Netherlandish Majesty hadgwitb specious gen- 
erositv been showering a Whole bhagfull of 
title deeds to property in West Virginia, 
which he thought perfectly worthless, but 
which proved subsequently to be of iminense 
value. The fair Yankee refused to disgorge 
her spoil when petroleum was discovered 
upon the land, and, thoroughly disgusted with 
such black ingratitude, his Urange Majesty 
turned for consolation to Mile. Ambre, 
who speedily became, by royal letters patent, 
Comtesse d’ Amboise and owner of a magnifi- 
cent Villa, at which His Serenity was a fre- 
quent visitor. These were the haleyon days 
of the lady who will sing Aida on Saturday 
afternoon. Basking inthe sunlight of royal 
favor, she recalled, as well as these sort of 
things will tit into nineteenth century life, the 
happy davs of Antony and Cleopatra or of 
Charies Il. and his court. Her villa was 
filled full of heirlooms of the House of Orange, 
and the whole kingdom ransacked for dainties 
and treasures for the lady whom the King was 
pleased to honor.

graro is to be believed, was the following ro- 
mantic ineident: The King ordered a photo- 


graph of the Countess of Amboise’s villa, 
aml a friend of hers, wbo happened 


to be present at the time, not thinking that he 
was in the field of the eamera, looked out of 
the window watching the proecess,and his fea- 
tures were very fai*bfully delineated in the 
picture as presented to his Majesty. Of course 
there was a circus, the villa was sold and the 
roval masher went back to his American, 
While the Madame burst upon Paris with 
the full glory of her conquest ail about her. 
Her sticeess Was nota great one, though the 
critics were in raptures over her pretty bust 
and 
FAULTLESS ANKLE, 

While they were willing to aliow ‘that 
teeth were tine and her eyes eloquent. 

In Paris itis said she fizured in two law 
suits, in one of which the father of her pres- 
ent husband, the Count de Beauplan, who is 
here iu St. Louis with her, tried to have 
lis son locked up as a_— tunatie 
for wanting to marry the singer. The Count 
is a Wealthy young man, a fine looking fel- 
low, Whoappearsto be thoroughly ivfata- 
ated with bis talented wife. In the second 
case, Madamede Voisin suer her for dam- 
ares on a contract which spe had been given 
to Write the prima donna’s life, Since then 
her life has been a matter about which no 


her 


dispute is longer possible. She has for the 
last year sung with success in 
many towns .and in many countries. 


The singular, indeiinable charm ‘which she 
carries with her outside of any question of 
beauty or art has made her hosts of friends 
wherever her adventurous lot has becn cast. 
She is still very young, and she will main- 
tain for years tocome her position upon the 
operatic stage. Sheis already wealthy, and 
has made and spent fortunes with an ease 
which would make the simple financiers of 
the pork corner stare. 

Mile. Ambre is domiciled with her husband 
at tbe St. James,and M.le Comte de Beau- 
pian lolis around the house atiired en neglige, 
rigged up inan old coat with ihe legion of 
honor showing through the button hole.

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**Do the actors always have to stand tbe 
expense of dressing?’’ 

**NoO, notaiways; but such 1s the general 
rule. Ifa manager puts on a particular play, 
a spectacular piece or an opera, he sometiines 
dresses it. Some managers are obliged to in- 
vest a large sum of money in wardrobes in or- 
der to have it dressed properly. It is said that 
Max Strakosh has $100,000 invested in stage 
dresses, and Mapleson probably has invested 
a similar if not larger sum. Maurice Grau 
has put up nearly $50,000 for his costumes. 
I suppose that Rice, manager of the ‘*Surprise 
Party,’’ has a good deal of money invested in 
the dresses for the extravaganzas which he 
produces.’’ 

PADDING. 

‘Is padding general among the profes- 
sion?’’ continued the reporter. 

‘*Yes, almostill the actors and actresses 
pad more or_less. The general exceptions 
are those engaged in the opera. For as a 
rule those persons who haye a strong, pure 
voice are well developed and r. quire no 
artificial! means to improve their iuorms. A 
great many pads are sold. They include 
what aretermedthe calf, thigh, breast and 
urm pads. They are madeof lamb’s wool 


woven firmly into cotton, spun silk 
or pure — silk tights. The  woolS 
side fits next to the flesh, 


and over these padded tights the outside or 
visible tights are drawn. The measure is 
taken and wherever a defect is apparent ora 
deformity occurs, the pads are madeto fill 
up and beautify the form. They range in 
price from $ to $75. The knee pais are 
least expensive, while the thigh or full pat- 
terns are the most costly.’’ 
OTHER ARTICLES. 

“Well, what of the stage jewelry and 
wigs?’’ 

‘*The set including collar, stomacher, pen- 
dant,bracelet, earrings,extra necklace,crown 
or diadem and ring costs from $0 to $1,000. 
They are termed ‘Parisian diamonds.’ The 
wigs owing to their fine texture and natural 
appearance cost all the way from $15 te any 
figure that is desired. Hosiery plays 
an important part in the stage costume. 
Shoes of almost countless variety of styles aré 
used in the different character make-up and 
also by the variety people. he face powder 
the paints and the preparations to cover up 
nature conclude the articlés used for crea- 
ting a pretty face and captivating figure as 
seen from the audience. If in addition to 
these the person hasa pleasant voice and 
some talent, his or her success is well nigh as- 
sured,.’’
